The man died In- 
stantly and there is little hope that the 
'woman can survive. 


Letters found in the dead man's pock- 


ets led to the belief that, he was Abra- 
ham Fink, of S6 Xorth Division street, 
Buffalo. The letters were signed by Vio- 
let Rogers, of 12 Vino street, Buffalo, 
and the police think that this may he the 
namo of the woman who was shot. 


Tho letters were mailed from a hotel 


in Atlantic City and were signed "Your 
darling Violet" and "Your dearest Vio- 
let." 


Annoyed at Letter. 


Witnesses of the shooting say that tho 


woman was reading a lotfer aloud appar- 
ently to the great annoyance of the man. 
After repeatedly commanding her to dis- 
continue the reading, the man drew his 
revolver and fired. The shooting took 
place near the corner of Fifth avenue and 
Thirtieth street, in the center of the 
business district. 


At the hospital the woman recovered 


sufficiently to give a short description 
of herself.

Too Cook Beets. 


The beet root is a native of 
the 


shores of tho Mediterranean. 
It 
is 


•wholesome and nutritious. 
It contains 


ge amounts of sugar and salts. Con- 


sequently it is very nourishing. 
The 


French cook uses beets for a garnish 
by cutting it into fancy 
shapes. 
Its 


beautiful color makes almost any fish 
dish more attractive. 


In cutting tho tops of the beets leave 


an inch or two of the stem, or, better 
still, do not cut them off, but wring or 
twist tho tops from the roots. In this 
way the skins will not be bruised and 
no color or sugar will 
be 
extracted 


while toiling. 


Boil until tender. 
No length of time 


•an be given. Tho young, tende.r ones 
will usually cook in an hour. Often the 
old ones require, four hours. When ten- 
iler drop into cold water nnd the akins 
will ensily rub oil". 
Very young beets 


nre often served whole with salt, butter 
and pepper put over them, or they can 
bn sliced and 
a 
little 
white 
sugar 


sprinkled over them, dotted with butter 
and put in toe oven, until th» butter 


and sugar Is melted. Beets cooked this 
way can bo served with, or 
without 


lemon juice. 


Beets With Boiled Dinner. 


When boiling beets with a New Eng- 


land dinner cook them bv themselves, 
but be sure and turn some of the water 
off the other vegetables and meat over 
them. Peel, slice and serve with other 
vegetables or as a garnish for meat. 


Beet Salad. 


Slice cold beets and serve on lettuce 


leaves,' with 
salnd 
dressing—either 


boiled mayonnaise or French dressing. 


Spiced Beets. 


Boil sii pepper pods, six cloves, a 


pinch of ginger and half a cup of sugar 
in one, quart of rather weak vinegar,; 
add one even tablespoon of suit; pour- 
hot over sliced boiled beets. 
Ready to 


use any time after they have stood two 
hours. 


Creamed White Beets. 


. Use small white beets. 
Cook until 


'tender, drop into cold water, rub off 
skins and pour over them a rich, hot 
cream sauce. 


fleet'Greens and Young Beefci 


Select one-half peck of young beeta 


no larger than a. walnut, using tops at 
well as roots. Waah thoroughly In sev- 
eral waters (in one 'of which there is a 
generous supply of salt to dislodge any 
insects). 
Pnt them into boiled salted 


water 
nnd cook 
until 
tender—about 


thirty 
minutes. 
Take out of kettle • 


when tender nnd dron the beets them- 
selves, which have been cut from the 
tons, into cold water, and tho skins 
will roadily rub off with the finger?. 
Ihen dram the greens, 
chop 
them 


rnther fine. n<H one generous tablespoon 
of butter, a tablespoon of lemon juice 
and a dash of pepper. Arrange greens 
on shallow platter or dish. 
Cut the 


beets into halves and arrange around 
the greens. Serve very hot. 


Buttered 
Beets. 


Boil, skin, slice some beets. 
Then 


put ,nto granite stewpnn. 
Add one 


tnbespoon of butter for each pint of 
beet* 
Salt and peppor to taste. 
Set 


over fire to become very hot or place in 
oven. Servo with quarters of Icnweu .

Into the proposed purchase is the estab- 
lishment of a tuberulosis hospital where 
patients suffering from the dread white 
plague can be cared for in comfort and 
treated under the most advanced meth- 
ods known to the medical profession. 


In the first place it is not proposed 


to buy a farm for the Immediate trans- 
fer of the men, women and children de- 
pendent upon the public for support, and 
the board does not contemplate that any 
:h»nge from the present location will be 
made Jn less-than four years, and prob- 
nbly'not for six, hut the increasing num- 
x«r of dependents that comes with the 


• rrowtb. of population makes it impcra- 


' ive to take up the solution of this big 


1 d bothersome questons at once, as it 


i n be accomplished cheaper now than 
iv ill be possible in the next five years. 


Advancing in Price. 


A first consideration ia that fanning 


land is advancing rapidly in price he- 
cauae modern methods of 
agriculture 


have taught the tiller of the soil how 


• to increase its productiveness and larger 
yields naturally bring in their 
wake 


higher prices for the ground. 
. Jive thousand dollars have been appro- 
«y»rlated for the purpose of closing the 
deal and this will be applied to closing up 
a contract for the purchase of the Ger- 
man, Goller and Brown tracts in Perry 
township, seven miles north of Port 
Wayne, if the latter can be procured at 
roaaonable figures. Court proceedings bar 
the purchase at this time, but when these 
are completed, if it is found that, the 
figures are not prohibitive it will be 
added. 


Lennart and Ortlicb have offered the 


two Qeller tracts of 100 and 103.36 acres 
and the German farm of 154 ucres, mak- 
ing a total acreage of 447.36. at $105 an 
acre, or a total of $46,873. If the Brown 
farm of 240 acres is added this will mean 
that the county council will have to ap- 
proprate about $13,000 more than the 
' 10,000 already contemplated and which i 


ill be provided for. 


The most careful cultivation of the 


present county fnrrn of 207 acres will not 
yield enough produce to feed the average 
of 150 paupers housed at the institution, 
because there is no grazing land and the 
number of wards will increase naturally 
with every year and this carries with it 
an increase iu the per capita cost of main- 
tenance. 


Four times each year bids are received 


at the office of the county commission- 
ers for furnishing supplies to the in- 
firmary, and at present about 
2,000 


pounds of beef and 200 pounds each of 
veal and mutton are contracted for. 


In spite of the fact that the choice cuts 


are not purchased by the board, front- 
quarter beef is paid for at the rate of 
eleven cents a pound, and this menus an 
expenditure for this Item of nearly $900 
a year, as more is bought than is included 
in the bids. Eight hundred pounds of 
beef for roasting is bought at an outlay 
of more than $125, and about as much 
more a year is spent for veal and mut- 
ton. 


Has Ho Pasture Lands. 


As a reason for being compelled to buy 


beef, mutton and veal the county com- 
missioners cite the fact that there is no 
pasture land on the present farm; first, 
because all of it is needed for raising 
farm products and vegetables enough to 
supply the institution, and secondly, be- 
cause th^ soil is sandy and not fitted for 
permanent pasturage. 


Had to Buy Flour. 


Up to the present year the farm has 


yielded enough wheat to supply all ot 
the flour needed for tlio table, but re- 
cently the board contracted for fifty bar- 
rels to supply n deficiency, and this is 
taken aa an Indication that within the 
nex-t few years other produce that is 
now raised in quantities sufficient for all 
needs will fall short and great expense 
will be entailed. 


So far about 150 hogs, for which corn 


enough lias been raised to feed them 
through the fall and winter and fatten 
them for slaughter, have been ample to 
take care of the fr.esh and salt pork, but 
the limit has practically been reached in 
this department. 


W. II. Johnston, who has served for the 


last eight years as superintendent of 
the farm, has been active in the selec- 
tion of a new location. 
He is a. thor- 


oughly competent farmer and his judg- 
ment in the matter is carefully consid- 


ered by the board. He is authority for | gr^t headway and that will probably

years until the farm will fall far short 
and that it is much cheaper to raise than 
to purchase bctf, pheep and hogs. 


Buildings Can Not Be Moved. 


Buildings now located on tho county 


farm and which are 
considered, with 


their equipment, worth more than $100,- 
000. will be abandoned, as it will not pav 
to h.ive them. There is more or less of 
the machinery that can be used, but aside 
from the furnishings the structures will 
be given up aa dead loss. 


Real estate men throughly acquainted 


with values say that in five years the 
land now embraced in the farm can be 
sold for $1,000 an acre and thin means a 
return of more than $200,000 and a most 
remarkable profit on the investment after 
deducting the loss for the buildings. 


The farms were purchased in 
three 


tracts, the first of which was sold by 
Robert E. and Sophia, Fleming to tho 
Allen county commissioners for the sum 
of $6.000. This contained 130 acres and 
was conveyed to the board on January 
16, 186-1. 


On September fi, 1871. the second pur- 


chase was mode of Gottlieb Horstmeyer 
and the land embraced thirty-nine acres 
and sold for $3,000. This shows there 
had been a steady advance in the price 
of land in the seven years that inter- 
vened. 


The third purchase was a farm of 


forty acres, which was owned by Mathias 
Glynn, and this coats $8,000, or $2,000 
more than was paid for 130 acres ten 
years before. 
The date of the Glynn 


deed is April 11, 1874. 


Another Prospect Is Offered, 


Then there is another prospect. Pri- 


vate hospitals and sanitariums have been 
successfully established and carried in in 
nearly all communities as large as Fort 
Wayne, and if there should be no good 
reason for putting a city hospital on the 
ground, an enterprise of the kind sug- 
gested might be established. 


Still there is another prospect. With 


a switch from the Wabash or the Lake 
Erie tracks a manufacturing plant might 
be located on th'e ground and all of the 
buildings made available. In any event, 
the abandonment of the structures does 
not mean a total loss, as the profit on 
the sale of the farm will more than pay 
out. 


A Farm, for Inebriates. 


Another movement that is gaining 


Most of them would bo thoroughly 


happy if they could overrnrno their thirst 
for intoxicants and it would not. be Imnt 
to make n form of thi" kind self-sus- 
taining. 


Under the present syctom these poor 


humans are sent to jail for termb of from 
eleven to 140 days, and are kept by the 
county at a daily cost of forty cents 
each. 
If these men were placed on a 


farm under restraint they 
could 
bo 


forced at least to earn their own living 
ann1 their labor would probably yield a 
profit instead of a dead loss. 


This rule applies also to a work house. 


Prisoners now a burden on t&x payers 
could be made to provide for their own 
keep while they are being punished for 
their offenses. 


At a low average there are soventy- 


flvo prisoners confined in the county jail 
every day in the year and all they pro- 
duce is a small amount of broken stone 
that docs not hcjrin to pay the cost of 
feeding them. Thi.s means an outlay of 
$30 dally, or $10,nflO a year, all of which 
could be saved by the establishment of a 
workhouse and an inebriate farm- 


Will Farm the tana. 


Aa soon as the purchase has been made 


the county commissioners will move from 
the farm as many of the inmates as are 
capable of working and they will begin 
farming and enriching the newly ac- 
? 


uired land. There are buildings on the 
arms that wil] house them and they can 
earn enough not only to pny for tlieir 
keep, but to defray the interest on the 
purchase money, which is to be paid in 
Installments of SE.OOO annually. 


The deficiencies at the county farm 


will be supplied and plenty of cattle, will 
be raise,d to take care of the moat propo- 
sition and all of the surplus will be. sold, 
and this, it is estimated, will bring ex- 
cellent returns. 


Begin in Small Way, 


When time, for building is taken up it 


will be started in a small way and will 
be carried on very carefully so that the 
future will be amply provided for. 


In common witli the most advanced 


thinkers the hoard of commissioners be- 
lieve that the cottage, plan is best for 


the cure of patient?, and if subsequent 
investigations confirm this brlinf. they 
w'ilj proceed on that theory and it will 
he easy to add buildings from tirno to 
time as they »tre needed. 


first, a central power plant capable ol 


supplying heat and light to all of the 
buildings will be planned, and in the. 
planning arrangements will be included 
that will permit additions that will be 
demanded in tho course of time. 


Thin will care not only for tho build- 


ings that form part and parcel of the in- 
firmary, but for the orphans'rome, iso- 
lation hospitals, inebriate quarters and 
work house, if they are established. 


Proceeding on this general plan the 


burden will fall upon tho tax payers 
gradually and will not be felt in event 
it. becomes necessary to mak« any special 
levies. 


TTowevcr, the present plan is bused 


upon the theory that the. whole change 
can be made without any burden. Tho 
sajc of the present farm forms the basis 
for this mode of reasoning. 


If tho present farm brings $200,000 in 


the open mHrket thin will give, SIGO.OOO 
over atld above the cost of the new farm 
for the purpose of putting u- tho build- 
ings. 


They will cost a great deal more, thnn 


that, because those now used cost 5100.- 
O 
nO, but there will be some very muter- 


Inl reductions in other quarters that will 
reduce tho most of maintenance.. 
This 


applies to the keep of prisoners who can 
he made to labor by the establishment of 
a work house. 


Would Have to Move Anyhow. 


Although. It Is not new there Is just 


one more reason the board presents In 
the matter. Already petitions have been 
Illed asking thnt 
a 
street he. opened 
through the property. 


In a few years tho residence area In 


tho neighborhood of the farm will be en- 
larged to Mich an extent thnt a petition 
of this kind will domnnd more attention 
than it does now and then a refusal will 
not suflieo to get rid of it. 


Condemnation proceedings would prob- 


ably prove that property owners would 
be justified in their demands find the 
farm would be out up nnd its value for 
nirriciiltural purposes would be decreased. 
Sooner or hifer it will be out up into j 
building lots and the commissioners want 
to antioimitf this. 


To Meet the Criticism. 


There hiis been already aiid will be 


more criticism of the project and the 
bna.nl members expect that a lot. of fault 
will lie. found with It. They anticipated 
this whci: they promulgated the project 
and the fuels that, have been tfive.n in 
this story were obtained from the mem- 
ber^, HO that their views might be given 
at large and explained in such a manner 
that they will he readily understood.

fact that the moral side of the question 
is prinmrilv to be considered. 


Good Air and Better Surroundings, 


Xot many years ago anything wan con- 


sidered good enough for county chargM. 
This sentiment has changed 
and 
the 


Allen county infirmary supplies comforts 
that were not dreamed of in tho olden 
days. Clean food, clwau beds, good mcdi- 
cnl treatment and dozens of oilier things 
have entered into thu care of the poor 
and they uro being added to ouch year. 


Many people reduced to the necessity 


of living on charity and forced to watch 
the lengthening shadows of lift) rrom the 
windows of charitable institutions are 
the victims of their own appetites or 
bad management. 


More of theni aro reduced to poverty 


by ill hea.lth and other misfortunes they 
could not. have anticipated or prevented. 
Something is due. oiio.h and every one of 
thorn 
from that portion of humanity 


blessed by good health and upon whom 
the. goddess of fortune has smiled, a.nd 
tho.re is a sentiment steadily growing 
that incites n.nd creates better condi- 
tions.

into with John A. Robinson to put up • 
suitable building for $7SO, and $300 mors 
was appropriated for an addition in ih« 
following year.

this new farm and he took the contract 
for $600 a year. 


In July, 1880, a new and better plan 


/or tho care uf the poor was adopted

This was followed by the purchase of tha 
land now held, the dates of which hav« 
been $veu.

tated a schema for the establishment of 
public bathing pools, and ever, went so 
far as to state that the first public 
"swimming pool" would be located in the 
lake at Reservoir park. Swimming pool 
talk then quieted down, except- among 
Hie boys, and now negotiations have prac- 
tically boon called off. as the directors 
of the club, at their most recent meeting, 
tabled the matter indefinitely, 
which 


means that it has set aside the project, 
until next year and another plan to re- 
vive water sports in Fort Wayne has 
gone glimmering for the present. 


The condition of Fort Wayne's rivers 


brings regret to the older inhabitants of 
the city, for there was once a time, not so 
many years ago, when steamboats plied 
up and down the St. Joe, and in news- 
papers throughout the country one could 
occasionally find ;t Fort Woynp dateline 
preceding a story about some rowing 
championship that wu« settled here, or 
about one of the old-time water regattas 
that always attracted people from far 
nnd near. 


Fort Wayne was really ''on the map" 


once in water pastimes, but now not 
even a gnsolinp launch can be seen chug- 
ging its odorous way over the streams 
that pa»s through Fort Wayne. 


Once in a long while one sees a row- 


boat or canoe idly floating down one 
of the three rivers, nnd almost anv even- j 


ing during the week or on some holiday. 
if one cares to take the time to investi- 
gate, fishermen may be found along the 
shores of the streams, but for a matter 
of fact, the above named forms of recre 
ation include practically all of the water 
sports indulged in by the people of this 
city. 


The kids go swimming in the mudd.i 


streams, just as kids did fifty years ago 
when Fort Wayne really had a good place 
in which to swim, but when it conies to 
real ''brass tack." officiallv 
announcer

joys the prestige of earlier days. 


Once Upon a Time. 


Not more than twenty-five or thirty 


years ago Fort Wayne people participated 
in water sports of every kind. Steam- 
boats operated up and down the St. Joe 
river, state and tri-state rowing cham- 
pionships were decided on the waters 
touching the city, and Fort Wayne yciung 
men were invited to other cities to par- 
ticipate in regattas, many times returning 
home carrying medals for expert oars- 
manship. 
The principal amusement of 


the older people of Fort Wnyne now. who 
'"ere young then, was found in boating 
on the St. -Toe. St. Mary's or Maumee 
rivers. On Sundays and holidays regular 
steamboat excursions would be conducted 
up the St. ,loe to the popular river camps, 
including 
"Vcllowbnnks," "ITighhanks." 


the old Foster farm and Parker's Land- 
ing. 


Several times each summer regattas 


would be held here and f'ese events 
isually attracted crowds that lined the 
rivcr banks for miles. The country pco-1 


pie came to town for the events and 
made a holiday out of the occasion. 


More than one hundred rowhuats were 


docked along Spy Run avenue for the use 
of those who sought river recreation, 
and Fort Wayne's steamboat parties and 
its canoe and rowing club were" known 
throughout the entire middle west. 
On<- 


could walk north along Spy Run avenue 
above the famous Kudisill dam and see 
more boats in tiv minutes than can be 
fouud now along the water frout of all 
the rivers centering here. 


The First Steamboat. 


The first steamboat ever operated on 


the St. Joe rivcr was the property of the 
late Louis A. Centlivre. who also acted 
as captain and pilot of the vessel.. The 
boai, was large enough., to carry thirty- 
live to fifty passengers, and was pur- 
chased in Chicago in ISS^. having hern 
shipped to Fort WHVIIC b;ue uf all lix- 
turcs and without decks. 
In it.s rough 


state is rost Mr. Centlivre .?!loil, ali,t lie 
spent large sums before tlm craft wns 
launched, in building n deck, in^talliiig 
the engine and pilot house. 


This old steamboat, which is remember- 


ed by almost, everybody who has lived 
here for twenty or tnore vears operated 
daily over the canal in winter nnd tin- 
river in summer from 1SS2 until the early 
nineties. Its dock was located just, oppo- 
site the Centlivre brewery. Regular trips 
were mad.' every hour from State street 
to Parker's landing. Bleke's woods and 
Ycllowbnnks. 


On Canal in Winter. 


The steamboat was launched tir-st on tin- 


old feeder canal, directly south of the 
small bridge that now spans the canal 
channel over which cars for 
Robi-on 


park are operated. The launching was n j 
great affair in Fort Wayne, practically 
every man. woman and child who could 
conveniently do so casting aside business 
or other pleasure to attend the event. 


The boat duly InuncTicd. it was de 


cided to use it for a double purpose - 
pleasure in the summer until the river 
closed with ice. and business in winter 
on the canal. 


In those days many of the citv's busi- 


ness establishments used wood for fuel 
in their furnaces, and the old steamboat 
was used by its owners to tug firewci 
down the canal from Cedarvillc and othe 
points north of the city.

Corkscrews of 1776 Pro* 


claim Power of Soldiers 


at Inwood. 


WERE OF BRITISHERS 


Xew York. Aug. 2.—Corkscrews, pro- 


claiming the valor of British troops, :is 
flagonmen, were unearthed at Inwood in 
n quest for relics of the war of the Amer- 
ican revoluton. 


Long corkscrews, short, ones and small 


folding ones were in the array which 
was presented for the. Inspection of tho 
historian. 
The brave men who bore 


them are long since dust, and many a 
"dead soldier" was lying shattered In 
that same pit from which these reminders 
of merry bouts were dug. 
Buttons of 


the. Seventy-first and 
the 
Seventeeth 


regiments were found among the shards 
where Chattered wine glasses and once 
portly bottles were disclosed by the seek- 
ers. 


Reginald Pelham Bolton and other local 


historians who were present at. the exca- 
vating are of the opinion that the British 
soldiery must have cast aside this valu- 
able equipment about 1777, or 1778, for 
good wine cannot last forever and choice 
liquors nt last grow scarce. The relics 
were found in a pit near the sites of huts 
in which the British warriors once livid. 


These same gallant regiments were 


afterward captured at the battle of Stony 
Point, and many of tho men were long 
Imprisoned where they found little, which 
reminded them of tho'convlviality of tho 
pood old days on the northern end of 
Manhattan island.

pacity of 100 to 750 tons, upon a rancl 
The adoption of this plan of storing for 
age crops, such, as corn. Kallir con 
milo maize, cowpeas, alfalfa and othc 
products promises to have- a wonderfi 
effect upon the live stock industry with 
in the next few years. So great has be 
come the demand for silos in Teins tha 
four large plants for manufacturing th 
material that enters into their construe 
tion have been established in this stat 
in the last few months, and similar fac 
torics are being put up all through th 
west and southwest. 


In regions far removed fruai what 


considered the proved agricuibi-al terri 
tory a few years ago silos arc being 
built and crops of Kaffir corn and mil 
maize raised for the purpose of bein; 
converted into silage and used to fee< 
the live stock during the winter season 
The, merits of silage as a food produc 
have become so well recognized tha 
upon one ranch in South Texas enibrac 
ing 300.000 acres of land there arc now 
located forty-two of these modern con 
servators of feed stuff. 
This simply il 


iistratea the extent of the new move 
ment. 


While in a sense silos are modern, so 


ar as their adoption in the newer agri 
cultural regions of this country is con 
cerncd, they really date back to tin. 
.iine of the early Homans and Persians 
There is authentic history of the fann- 
ers of that ancient period using pits 
in the earth for storing and preserving 
their green forage crops. 


It was not. however, until 
)K7!"> that 


the first silo was built in ihc United 
States. It was erected upon a. Michigan 
farm nnd attracted widespread ntten 
tion and no littl* ridicule. 
It proved 


so successful thnt the idea rapidly gained 
fxvor in the more eastern part of' the 
country. Pennsylvanin. Ohio nnd West, 
Virginia fulling rapidly into line. They 
began to be constructed in considerable 
numbers in Missouri, Kansas, Iowa. Xe- 
b«nskfl. nnd other western states in the 
early BO's. It wns not until two or three 
vears ago thnt this important adjunct 
of 
agriculture 
received attention 
in 


Texns. 
Since then several hundred of 


ihcm have been erected. 


As the result) of this method of crop 


utilization there hns been a groat in- 
crease in the acreage of different, kinds 
of forage.

7T LTHOUGH an anti-suffragist nnd, of

S. Wood, of Mount Vernon, N. X., 


has asked and received the appointment of 
policewoman ana says that she docs not 
intend to shirk any ol the responsibilities 
and duties of that position. She has no 
ambition, to wear a badge. 
For that 


matter, she has all kinds of decorations 
appertaining to her membership in vari- 
ous patriotic and civic organizations. 
"I 


merely carry my police badge with m»," 
explained Mrs. Wood. 
"It is too big to 


wear, but I have it in a convenient place 
so that I can show it if I have occasion 
to exercise police authority. 


"It. is too soon to Bay much about my 


work ns a policewoman. 
After I have 


)cen on duty several months I think I 
may have something very interesting to 
ell about what a woman can accomplish 
n such a position. Mind you, I did not 
isle for this 
appointment because 
I 


.bought our Mount Vernon policemen 
were not doln^ their duty or because I 
•wanted to supplant them in any way. 
iV« have a very good city government, 
but I wanted to co-operate as I think a 


'Oman can in the affairs of the city. We 


are already doing it in many w«y«.

have been especially active as chairman 
of the Civic Committee of the Westchester 
Woman's Club, of which I am chairman. 
The men of Mount V.cmon are organized 
for the purpose of making the city a good, 
clean, progressive place in which to Uv« 
and bring up children.

sume that our part is a co-operative one.

"One cannot help wondering," begai 


the cheerful hygienist, "why so nmnj 
children die of comparatively insignili 
cant causes. From -what I have obscrvec 
I believe that it is due in great part tc 
lack of attention to the child in com 
plaints that are not considered seriou 
at the time. There" is no doubt that Bonn 
children form the whining habit, ant 
will complain when there is little or noth 
ing the matter with them. It is a most 
unfortunate habit for both the child and 
its guardian, because, for one reason, it 
causes misunderstandings between them 
and there will inevitably be times whei 
indiscretions will be committed through 
inattention. It seems to me that every 
mother should have a sufficient training 
in simple matters of physiology to im 
mediately detect the first danger signal* 
of abnormal physical conditions. 
Look- 


ing her children over every morning and 
evening, and asking a few questions, 
without arousing alarm in the child, is a 
god habit for her to form, 


"Children are often exposed to disease 


unknown to the parents. The child comes 
home ailing, and the parent may be to 
tally unsuspecting of the ratise. 'The pa- 
rent may attribute the child's complaints 
«nd unusual exhibition of irritation to 
sleepiness, fatigue, or "milligntbs," as my 
god mother would term a spell of seem- 
ingly unpxplainable peevishness. 
But 


under such conditions the parent should 
not fail to examine the child's tongue, to 
take his temperature and his pulse. In 
an understanding of these simple little 
expedients no mother should be unversed. 


"Now, many children's diseases exhibit 


similar symptoms, in 
their 
incipient 


ttages. A thickly-coated tongue. inclina- 
lion to sore throat, a cough and fever may 
indicate any one of a number 
and only the experienced di 


f diseases, 
gnostician 


may be able to distinguish which one. 
But it has always been my practice to 
deal with symptoms; then the disease, 
whatever its nature, will bo kept safely 
without bounds. 


''When your chiiu. of naturally good 


nature, becomes peevish, when he displays 
lassitude, loss of appetite, and whines. 
you will usually find the habitually red 
tongue coated with white 
or 
yellow. 


Xow this may or may not mean th*t ap- 
proach of some diseases common and con- 
tagion* *.Ewng children. 
But the safj 


expedient will lie to administer a natural 
and searching laxative that 
will 
ef- 


fectually cleanse the system. Under dis- 
eased conditions the bacteria swarm In 
the bowels. It is a good thing to admin- 
ister enemas until the water comes away 
clear. 
In connection with this, disin 


fectant* should be uned freely on the 
bands and in the vessels used. The habit 
of uiing disinfectants Is a good one to 
form, even in health. It is a great pro- 
moter of clennlinesn.

Mil- 
lions. of our American knights and ladit-3 
join the diplomats in their appreciation 
of Mr. Bryan's chivalrous stand, even if 
it should "upset the digestion and tem- 
per of Bome old-fashioned diplomat." We 
welcome the Bryan brand of diplomacy! 
He has fought many battles for our coun- 
try, none against her. A revival of right- 
eousness is in progress. Wrong will not

TREATMENT OF SWINE MANGE. 


By N. 6. MAYO 


Mange Is a disease of swine preva- 


lent in Eome section* of this country. 
However, it does not appear to be a 
"nmmotj disease in tho United States. 
generally, but judging from tho nu- 
merous references to swine mange In 
European countries. It would seem 
that it Is a common disease there. 


The cause of swine mange is a very 


email animal parasite which burrows 
into the outer layers of the skin. The 
adult female lays eggs which hatch 
Into 
young 
mites, 
and 
these 
go 


through the various stages of devel- 
opment In the outer layer of the skin 
of swine. 


The symptoms of mange are first 


seen in suckling pigs. 
They scratch 


Pig affected -with Mange. 


and dig at their sides and neck with 
their hind feet, and often rub against 
posts and other objects. After wean- 
ing the pigs do not develop as they 
should. Their hair stands erect, thick 
crusts or scabs form at the roots of 
the hair In the region of the withers, 
top of neck and about the ears and 
face. 
The scabs often extend to the 


roots of the tail, and transverse cracks 
form in the scabs along the back and 
and even some distance on the root 
of the tail. The scabs on the top of 
tho nook and" shoulders seem to be 
thicker and more fxtensive in pigs 
or shoats from four to eight months 
oM th.it have a heavy coat of hair. A 
pig at this age., when suffering from 
mange, appears stunted, does not eat 
well or thrive as he should. 


The Treatment of swine mange con- 


sists In the external application of 
cubstances that will kill the parasite 
without injuring the animal, and the 
disinfection of the quarters so that the 
animal will not become infected again. 
In addition to the medical and sani- 
tary treatment It Is also Important to 
give the animals good care and plenty 
of nourishing food. A thin, unthrifty, 
hog is particularly susceptible to the 
disease. 


There are many substances that will 


kill the parasites and cure swine 
mange when properly applied. 
The 


best form to apply the remedy is In 


a solution or emulsion that can be 
applied to all parts of Ihe pigs body. 
Ointments applied ' to visibly affected 
parts are useful In keeping the dis- 
ease In check, hut the whole surface 
of the pig's body should be thorough- 
ly treated, in order to complete a cure. 
Xnis is best done by dipping the pig, 
or by scrubbing or "hand dressing" 
where dipping is not practical. 


Dipping vats are made of wood, 


galvanized iron, or cement. They nrc 
set in the Aground at a convenient 
place so that there Is good surface 
drainage away from the vat. A goor] 
size for a vat is ten feet long on top. 
eight feet long on the bottom, one 
foot wide on bottom, and two feet 
wide on top. The end where the 
hogs enter should be perpendicular 
and the 
other end 
Inclined, 
with 


cleats -BO that the hogs can emerge 
after swimming through. 
The en- 


trance should be by a slide. 
Such a 


tank is very useful wherever hogs are 
kept in numbers, as frequent dipping 
tends to keep hogs healthy and free 
from parasites. 
For small pigs that 


can bo readily handled, a 
barrel 


j serves the purpose well; the pigs can 
i be caught, plunged in the dip and 
held there tho required time.

fully, elake the lime with 
sufficient 


water to form a thick paste. Sift the 
sulphur and mix well with a hoe. Put 
this mixture In a kettle with 25 or 30 i 
gallons'of water and boil for at least j 
one hour—two hours is better. 
In j 


using this dip for sheep It is allowed i 
to settle and only the clear, orange- 
colored liquid is used. 
In dipping 


swine tho whole mass is used. 
The 


dip should be warm—100 degrees to 
110 degrees F. 


After dipping or treating swine, 


they should bo placed In clean, unln- 
fected quarters. The floors, partitions 
and other parts of the 
buildings 


should, after the removal of all litter 
and dirt, be thoroughly saturated with 
a dipping solution. 
This should bo 


applied with a force pump which 
drives the solution Into all cracks. 


The pens should "also be white- 


washed, care being taken to fill all 
cracks well. 


FLAVOR OF BUTTER INJURED BY METALS 


If Milk Is Kept in Rusty Cans or Comes in Contact With Iron or Copper Dur- 


ing the Process of Butter Making, the Taste of the Butter 


Will Be Changed. 


Economic conditions make it neces- 


sary at present to hold butter In stor- 
age from the summer season. -,vh«n it 
is plentiful, to the winter season, when 
It is scarce. If the butter Is properly 
made this can be done without ma- 
terially Injuring Its quality. 
It often 


occurs, however, that butter which has 
been held in elorage for some months 
develops 
disagreeable flavors that 


greatly lessen Its value. 
These bad 


flavors tha.t will often pass unnoticed 
when the butter is fresh may become 
BO serious a defect after three or four 
months In storage as to render the 
butter almost unsalable. The chemi- 
cal rchanges which cause these bad 
flavors are often too small to be de- 
tected 
by , the 
ordinary 
analytical i 


methods of the laboratory, but the 
eenses of smell and taste are far more 
delicate, and as soon as bad flavors 
are detected by them the value of the 
product IB lessened. 


Some metals either cause or greatly 


accelerate certain bad flavors in but- 
ter, although most of the experiments 
along this line have not included stor- 
age butters. 
Recently the scientific 


staff of the Dairy Division of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has reported that the presence of 
very small amounts of Iron In cream 
causes certain undesirable flavors to 
Increase In Intensity during storage.

Occasionally it is injurious in winter 
apples, but usually this Is true only 
where orchards of winter fruit con- 
tain Inrtre numbers of enrly or sweet 
varieties also. 


Careful distinction should be mart*, 


between the worm known as the cod- 
ling worm, ami the apple maggot or 
railroad 
worm. The codling worm 


usually ents the core of the apple and 
then bores a large hole to the surface. 
It Is white or pinkish, has distinct 


"t and a dar': brown head. 
The 


pie maggot or railroad worm is 


much smaller. Is shaped like a maggot, 
has no feet and no distinct head, and 
makes tunnels here and there through 
the pulp of the apple. 
Where these 


tunnels- run close beneath the skin 
they are apt to show through on the 
•jutglde as Irregular, dark, wandering 
marks. 
It is these tracks that give 


the pest Its n.i.me of railroad worm. 


The railroad worm cannot be poi- 


soned by spraying as can the codling 
worm. The latter is hatched from an 
egg laid outside the tipple and must 
eat Its way Into the fruit. 
Hence It 


Is readily killed by a poison spray, 
such as parts green or arsenate of 
lead. The railroad worm, on the other 
hand, is hatched from an egg laid be- 
neath the skin of the 
fruit. 
The 


young maggot does not enter from the 
outside of tho apple, but feeds from 
beginning to end within the pulp of 
the fruit. 
Hence it cannot bo poi- 


soned by spraying. 


The parent Insect that lays the egg 


from 
which 
the 
railroad 
worm 


hatches is a two-winged fly. about the 
size of a common house fly. It looks 
like the house fly except that its 
wings have dark zig-zag marks on 
them. 
It appears In the 
orchard 


about the first of July and soon be- 
gins laying eggs, especially In the 
earlier fruit. 
These flies live until 


September, continuing to lay oggs all 
the time. 


The maggot that hatches from thr 


eggs always feeds within tho pulp of 
the apple until after the apple has 
dropped from the tree. Then as soon 
as the fruit has become mellow or 
has begun to rot. the maggot bores 
Its way out of the fruit, goes down 
into tho ground two or threo inches, 
snd remains there throughout tho fall 
and winter. It docs not move after It 
enters tho ground, but contracts s,nd 
becomes brown and hard, looking like 


fiaxseod. 
It 1« from these objects 


that tho adult fllnn emerge tho follow- 
ing summer. 


We thus see that the infested apple 


must fall from the treo. and must be- 
come somewhat mellow, before any 
maggots leave It and go into the 


ground. 
Very early fruit win 
t>» 


fairly mellow when it falls from the 
tree and will soon begin tc rot. From 
such fruit maggots will be emerglnc 
within R few days after It drops from 
tin- tr.-e. 
From fall fruit maggots 


will not come out in numbers for a 
week or so. From winter fruit mag- 
gots will not come out until the fruit 
has been off the tree from two to 
three weeks. Therefore, we may ob- 
serve the following schedule In keep- 
ing fruit picked tip: 


Early varlties should be picked up 


j twice a. week. Fall varlties should bp 
, picked up once a week, and winter 
apples should be picked up once every 
two weeks. 


Tracks of the apple maggot. 


Special attention should be 


the early varieties of fruit. These are 
more apt to be Infested and If allowed 
to lie on the ground win quickly be- 
come mellow, thus allowing the m*«- 
eota to mature and enter the ground, 
where they will be ready for next 
year. 


There Is reason to believe that th« 


maggots do not travel far. Therefore, 
If you keep your fruit cleaned up, you 
will likely get 
good 
result* eren 


though your neighbors allow their ta- 
fested fruit to rot on the ground- 
Cleaning up Infested drops should be- 
gin by the middle of July, or as soon 
as the apples begin to fall. 
It need 


not continue after the middle of Oc- 
tober, for the maggots have stopped 
coming out of apples by that date. 


Live stock, such as hogs, sheep or 


cattle, may be made uee of to keep 
the drops cleaned up. 
It should be 


noted, however, that the value of live 
stock depends on whether or not they 
can get at all of the apples that fall 
and whether they eat them up about 
as fast as they fall. 


There is some possibility that a few 


of the worms that have entered th* 
ground to spend the winter may stay 
thero for two years, instead of one. 
before coming out as tho adult n>. 
In this case there would still be some 
flies and some maggots 4n the fruit _* 
the next year after picking np the "~ 
drops, but there would be many leu; 
and if the practice of cleaning up _ 
drops was continued, all of the p'Ats 
would bo eliminated by the Mcond 
summer.

Many amateurs have 
an 


idea that a bird %vith black plumage 
is more likely to be dark-skinned 
than a whito-fcathered bird is, but 
this Is not the cn.se, as some of ^tho 
whitest-skinned squabs that have been 
produced were from black pigeons. 


It Is to bo regretted that disease 


is becoming more common among 
pigeons. 
In most cases disease will 


be found in lofts where birds have 
not had proper attention, or where 
they are no housed as to weaken their 
vitality or that of their offspring. The 
life of a breeding bird Is generally 
considered to be ten years, but there 
are very few pigeons that will pay for 
their feed alter the seventh year, and 
It Is seldom that they will leave any 
profit after the fifth year. During the 
second and third years they are sup- 
posed to be in their prime. 


For this reason, in figuring on a 


flock of pigeons, it should be remem- 
bered 
that 
they 
have 
practically 


passed their usefulness in six or seven 
years, and therefore one-sixth or one- 
seventh of their original cost should 
be charged against them each year so 
that at the end of the time mentioned 
they will have paid for themselves. 
In making this statement I have been 
careful to consult with many of the 
leading squab producers in the coun- 
try, and their books show thtt they 
lose about 4 per cent of their young 
breeders 
yearly, 
besides reckoning 


that when the birds are seven years 
old they should he sold. 
They also 


estimate that about 5 per cent of tho 
squabs that are hatched do not ma- 
ture for market anr! that about 3 per 
cent of the eggs that are laid do not 
hatch, although 
flocks 
have 
been 


known where 50 per cent, of the eggs 
did not hatch, and 75 per ee.nt of the 
young rtkl not reach maturity, but 


these cases are exceptions and there 
Is some special reason for this, unus- 
ual loss. 


In figuring the cost of a loft of 


pigeons, not only should the interest 
on the original Investment be taken 
Into consideration, but there should 
be a reasonable allowance for depre- 
ciation in value of buildings, for wear 
and tear of equipment such as water 
fountains, bath tube, etc. fifteen per 
cent of the original cost should be

HOW MUCH WILL THE SILO HOLD 7 


The amount of silage required and 


the sizs of silo needed to hold It can 
be quite closely calculated provided 
the number and kind of animals to be 
fed from It are known before building. 


An average cow or beef animal may 


be fed about thirty-five pounds of sil- 
age per day nnd the usual period 
during which silage is used In this 
latitude will be about 210 days. Large 
animals or thopo that are being fat- 
tended 
may 
consume considerably 


more than thirty-five pounds per day 
but this has been found a. fair aver- 
age. 


In a silo of ordinary depth, thft 


average weight of the silage is about 
forty pounds per cubic feet. Near the 
top of the silo, however, where the 
pressure Is not g eat, It will weigh 
only twenty-five pounds per cubic foot 
while at the. bottom of a thirty-five 
foot silo it may weigh sixty pounds. 
Taking these averages, If a cow eats 
thirty-five pounds of ensilage In a 
day, she will eat thirty-five fortieths, 
or seven-eights, of a cubic foot per 
day and with this as a basis it Is easy 
:o determine the number of cubic feet 
of ensllagi) required to feed a cow or 
any number of cows throughout the 
season. 
The diameter of the silo 


must be such that the stock on hand 
can use one or two inches of silage 
off the top each day during the win- 
ter and at least three Inches per day 
when summer feeding of silage is to 


practiced. 
This is necessary to 


ceep the sllago from spoiling. 


A allo ten feet In diameter Is adapt- 


ed to feeding ten maturt. cattle. One 
:welve feet in diameter will feed fif- 
teen head, and one fourteen feet In 
diameter will meet the needs of twen- 
ty head; but If there are thirty or 
more cows to feed, a sixteen-foot silo 
hould be erected. 
These silos should 


be thirty or forty feet, or ever more 
n height.—A. D. Wilson, New York.

this loss is enaily preventable. 


In handling manure ;mder average 


farm conditions, the main thing In to 
hnul It to the land as soon as possi- 
ble after it Is mnde, to eliminate all 
the loss possible, and then to spread 
It thin so It will cover more land. If 
the prope.- methods of farm manage- 
ment are used, It will he possible to 
spread the manure on the Holds for 
most of the year. 


Don't wait until potato-digging 


to select your seed potatoes—dont 
wait even until the vines are dead. If 
you do you are as liable to- pick out 
large potatoes from a small, unde- 
veloped hill as you are from a thrifty 
one. 


While the vinos are to full bloom 


and show which are vlgouous and pro- 
ductive Is the time for marking the 
hills you will dig later for seed. Small 
sticks driven beside the choice hillg 
serve this purpose very well.
